The asphalt-rubber section is lo-

Pure rubber added 


A total of 7,100 povnds. of pure 
rubber was added to an asphaltic 
mix at the rate of 4.8, pounds per 
ton. After the rubber was mixed 
with the aggregate, the. mixture 
was heated to a temperature of 
between 310 and 335 degrees— 
about 100 degrees higher than is 
normally used. The rubber melted 
and was dispersed uniformly into 
the-asphaltic mix. The result. was 
a@ more cohesive mixture similar 
in’ appearance to the regular as- 
phalt. . 

Standard machines ard methods 
of application were used in laying 
the asphalt-rubber roads, with no 
changes being made in the thick- 
ness of the surface coat or in the 
method of handling.

The first 4,900 feet from the in- 
tersection. will be surfaced -with 
four inches of asphalt on 18 inches 
of stabilized base course, while the 
north 4,900 feet will have an eight- 
inch thickness of concrete on a 
six-inch granular base course. The 
thickness of concrete: was recom- 
rhended by the Canada Cement 
Company.
